LIMITATION OF HOME TRADE IN 
TEXTILES 


PIECE-GOODS AND MADE-UP GOODS (COTTON, 
RAYON AND LINEN) ORDER, 1940: CONDENSER 
YARNS 


In reply to questions put by various trade associa- 
tions, the Board of Trade wish to draw attention to 
the provisions of Article 5 (b) (1) of the original Order 
(S.R. & O., 1940, No. 561)*, which exclude from con- 
trol fabrics made from yarn produced “‘ on either of 
the mechanical systems known respectively in the 
woollen and worsted systems of the textile industry as 
the condenser woollen system and the worsted 
system.”’ 


This definition does not mean that fabrics produced 
from any type of condenser yarn whatsoever are ex- 
empt from control. Fabrics made from yarns pro- 
duced as follows are controlled goods :— 


Yarns produced by the condenser waste system (that 
is by using the following processes: waste breaker, 
scutcher, breaker card, finisher card and condenser 
mule or speed frames or ring frames) from mixings 
composed of cotton waste, raw cotton, or a mixture of 
these, or from any mixture containing not less than 95 
per cent. of them, including dyed waste or dyed cotton 
as a constituent of the mixing.

FRANCE AND FRENCH TERRITORIES

ing 1940 at prices in accordance with a schedule 
annexed to the Order. The prices in this schedule have 
been fixed after consultation with the Agricultural 
Departments, and include a substantial element of 
subsidy which takes into account the special needs of 
certain classes of sheep farmers. The amount of the 
subsidy will be re-credited by the Treasury in due 
course to the account of the Wool Control. 

An addition will be made to the purchase price in 
respect of wool not taken over before 1 September 
1940; this will be at the rate of 34 per cent. per 
annum from 1 September to the date of taking over. 

The Order does not extend to wool clips in the 
Orkney Islands, the Shetland Islands and the Outer 
Hebrides, or to wool removed from skins by fell- 
mongers in any part of the United Kingdom.

Customs Regulations 
and Tariff Changes 


BRITISH EMPIRE 
BRITISH INDIA 
EXPORT DUTY ON AGRICULTURAL PRODUCTS 


The ‘‘ Gazette of India ”’ of 20 April 1940 contains the 
Agricultural Produce Cess Act, 1940, dated 15 April, which 
provides for the imposition on the undermentioned goods, 
on exportation from British India, of a cess by way of 
Customs duty on export at the rate of one-half of 1 per 
cent. ad valorem :— 

Bones; bristles; butter; cereals, other than rice and 
wheat; drugs; fibre for brushes; fish; fruits; ghee; 
hides, raw; manures; oilcakes; pulses; seeds; skins, 
raw; spices; tobacco, unmanufactured; vegetables; 
wheat; wheat flour; and wool, raw. 

Exported products of these kinds which have not been 
produced in India are not liable to the duty. 


CANADA 
GOODS MADE IN CANADA 


H.M. Senior Trade Commissioner at Ottawa has for- 
warded to the Board of Trade a copy of a Memorandum 
(Series D. No. 51, M.C.R. 45, dated 14 June 1940, issued 
by the Dominion Department of National Revenue, which 
states that electric cloth drills have now been ruled to be 
of a class or kind made in Canada. 


CEYLON 
IMPORT RESTRICTIONS 


The ‘Ceylon Government Gazette’’ of 24 May 1940 
contains copies of two Orders dated 18 May which provide 
for the following further amendments to the lists of 
restricted goods published in the ‘‘ Board of Trade Jour- 
nal’’ of 14 December 1939:

Item 478 relating te ‘‘ Petroleum (refined); lubricating 
oil ”’ is deleted. 


EIRE 
EXPORT CONTROL 


The United Kingdom Trade Commissioner at Dublin re- 
ports that an Order was made by the Government of Eire 
on 21 June 1940, under the Scrap Iron Control of Export 
Act, 1938, prohibiting, except under licence, the export 
from Hire of scrap iron and scrap steel during the period 
1 July 1940 to 30 June 1941. 


JAMAICA 
IMPORT RESTRICTIONS 


The ‘‘ Jamaica Gazette ’’ of 13 June 1940 contains Order 
No. M.92, dated 11 June, which prohibits the importation 
into Jamaica, except under licence, of hardware, iron and 
iron manufactures, kerosene oil in containers of 10 gallons 
or less, bends, backs and sides of leather, lumber, steel and 
steel manufactures.

TURKEY 
EXPORT PROHIBITIONS 


With reference to previous notices under the above head- 
ing in the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal,’’ the Commercial 
Secretary at Angora has forwarded a copy of Decree 
2/13477 of 20 May 1940, in force as from 10 June 1940, 
which prohibits the export of the following goods except 
under licence from the Ministry of Commerce. The tran- 
shipment or re-export of those goods destined to a third 
country and which may have been unloaded in Turkish 
Customs depots or free zones or in other places under the 
control of the Turkish Customs is also made subject to 
licence. 


Instructions have been issued by the Turkish Min- 
istry of Commerce which divide the goods subject to export 
licences into three groups (A, B and C), Applications for 
licences will not be granted at present for goods on list A, 
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licences will be issued by the Ministry of Commerce for 
goods on list B, and licences will be issued by Exporters’ 
Unions or the Ministry of Commerce for goods on list C.

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 


NEUTRALITY ACT OF 1939: DEFINITION OF 
COMBAT AREA 


The President of the United States has issued a Pro- 
clamation, dated 11 June, under Section 3 of the Neu- 
trality Act of 1939, defining combat areas, in addition to 
the combat area defined in the President’s Proclamation 
of 10 April (see the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal ”’ of 23 May, 
page 512), to include all the navigable waters within the 
limits set forth hereunder :— 

1. Beginning at the intersection of the west coast of 
Morocco with the parallel of 33° 10’ north latitude; thence 
due west to 20° west longitude; thence due north to 37° 05’ 
north latitude; thence due east to the mainland of Portu- 
gal; thence along the coastline of Portugal, Spain, Gibral- 
tar, Spain, France, Italy, Yugoslavia, Albania and Greece 
to the intersection of the east coast of Greece with the 
parallel of 39°40’ north latitude; thence due east to the 
mainland of Turkey; thence along the coastline of Turkey, 
Syria, Palestine, Egypt, Libya, Tunisia, Algeria and 
Morocco to the point of beginning. 

2. Beginning at the intersection of the north coast of 
Italian Somaliland with the meridian of 50° longitude 
east of Greenwich; thence due north to the. mainland of 
Arabia; thence eastward along the coast of Arabia to the 
meridian of 51° east longitude; thence due south to the 
mainland of Italian Somaliland; thence westward along 
the coast of Italian Somaliland to the point of beginning. 


INVOICES FOR ARTICLES CONTAINING 
COPPER 


The following is the text of a United States Treasury 
Decision (T.D. 50158), published on 30 May 1940, giving 
notice of additional information to be included on invoices 
covering articles containing copper imported into the 
United States :-—- 

With reference to Article 274 (e) (2), Customs Regula- 
tions of 1937, as amended by (1938) T.D. 49426 [sec. 6.1 
(c)], invoices covering articles dutiable under the Tariff 
Act of 1930 and containing 4 per centum or more by weight 
of copper (including copper in alloy) except articles pro- 
vided for in paragraphs 316, 380, 381 or 387, Tariff Act of 
1930 (U.S.C. title 19, sec. 1001, pars. 316, 380, 381 or 387), 
are required to set forth, in addition to all other informa- 
tion required by law and regulation, the percentage of 
copper content by weight or, in the alternative, whichever 
of the following statements is applicable: 

(1) For the purpose of assessment of tax under 
I.R.C., Sec. 3425, it is conceded that copper is the 
component material of chief value in the articles 
covered by this invoice. 

(2) Copper is not the component material of chief 
value of the articles covered by this invoice, but for 
the purpose of assessment of tax under I.R.C., Sec. 
3425, it is conceded that they contain 4 per centum 
or more of copper by weight. 


In the event that statement (1) or statement (2) above, 
when made, is applicable to part only of the articles covered 
by an invoice, the articles to which either statement ap- 
plies should be specified.
